United States Senate Passes 
Proposed llay-Paunceforte 
Agreement. 



Decides That No Fortifications 
Shall Be Erected Command- 
ing Canal. 



And 



It Shall Enjoy Immunity 
From Attack in Time 
of War. 



Washington., Dec. 20. — After spending 
the greater i>art of the fortnight in con- 
sidering the Lluy-Puuneefotu treaty for 
the modification of. the Clayton-Bulwcr 
convention of lb50, the Senate today 
consumed on hour and ten minutes in 
amending and ratifying it. During this 
time there were six roll calls. The lirst 
the of the ruli calls were on amendments 
olfered by individual senators, and the 
last one on the resolution to ratify tho 
treaty .us amended. All the amendments 
except those offered by Senator Fdraker 
ami supported by the committee on for- 
eign relations, were voted down by ma- 
jorities averaging about 1U. The rut id- 
eation resolution was adopted by a vot* 
of 00 to lti. The senate wue in executive 
session for about an hour before the time 
o£ voting arrived, listening to speeches 
by Senators Thurtton, Gullinger, Wul- 
cott and Bard, explanatory of their atti- 
tude. All amendments suggested bavin; 
been acted upon and those of the commit 
tee adopted, Senator Allen asked for tho 
reading of the treaty as amended. This 
request was complied with and the vote 
was taken on the treaty iusejf. The 
treaty is as follows: 

The United States of America and Her 
Majesty, the Queen of the United King- 
dom of Great .Britain and Ireland and 
Kuipress of India, being desirous to facil- 
itate the construction of a ship canal to 
connect the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, 
and to that end to remove any objection 
which may arise uut "of. the convention 
ol April 10th, 1S50, commonly called thu 
(Jlaytou-Hulwer treaty, to the construc- 
tion of such canal under the auspices or 
the government of the United States 
without impairing the "general principle" 
of neutralization established in articla 
•1111 of that convention, have for that 
purpose appointed as their plenipoten- 
tiaries the President of the United 
States, John llay, secretary of state of 
the United States of America, and Her 
Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and 
Ireland, Kuipress of India, tho Bight 
lion. Lord Puuncefote, K. 0. B. G. C. 
M. G., Her Majesty's ambassador ex- 
traordinary and plenipotentiary to the 
United States, who, having communicat- 
ed to each other their full powers, which 
were found to be in due and proper form, 
have agreed upon the following artiees: 

Article 1. It is agreed that the canal 
may be constructed under the auspices of 
the government of the United States, 
either directly at its own cost or by gift 
or loan of money, to individuals or cor- 
porations or through subscriptions to pur- 
chase of stock or shares, and that sub- 
ject to the provisions of the present con- 
vention the said government shall have 
aim enjoj all the rights incident to such 
construction as well as the exclusive 
right of providing for the regulation and 
management of the canal. 

Article 2. The high contracting parties, 
desiring to preserve and maintain the 
great principle of neutralization establish- 
ed in Article 4111 of the Clayton-Bulwer 
convention, which convention is hereby 
superseded, adopt as the basis of such 
neutralization the following rules, sub- 
stantially as embodied in the convention 
between Great Britain and certain other 
powers signed at Constantinople, Octo- 
b»r 28th 1888, for the free navigation 
of the Suez maritime canal, that is ti| 
say. 

(1.) The canal shall be free and open, 
in time of war as in time of peace, as to 
vessels of commerce and of war of all 
nations, on the terms of entire equality, 
so that there shall be no discrimination 
against nny nation or its citizens or sub- 
jects in respect of the conditions or 
charges of traffic or otherwise. 

(2.) The canal shall never be blockad- 
ed, nor shall any right of war be exer- 
cised nor any act of hostility be commit- 
ted within it. 

(!!.) Vessels of war of a belligerent 
shall not revictual nor take any stores 
in the canal, except as far as may be 
strictly necessary; and the transit of 
such vessels through the canal shall be 
effected with the least possible delay, in 
accordance with the regulations in force, 
and with only such intermission as may 
result from the necessities of the service.

Prizes shall be iu all respects subject to 
the same rules as vessels of war of the 
belligerents. 

No belligerents shall embark or 
disembark troops, munitions of war, or 
warlike materials in the canal, except in 
ease of accidental hindrance Of the tran- 
sit, and in such case the transit shall be 
resumed with all possible despatch. 

(5,) The provisions of this article shall 
apply to waters adjacent to the canal 
within three marine miles of either end. 
Vessels of war of a belligerent shall not 
remain in such waters longer than 24 
hours at any one time, except in case of 
distress, and in such ease shall depart 
as soon as possible; but a vessel r,f war 
of one belligerent shall not depart 
within 2-1 hours from the departure of B 
vessel of war of another belligerent. 

It is agreed, however, that the imme- 
diately foregoing conditions arid stipula 
tions in sections Nos. (1). (2), (15), (4) and 
(5) of this article shall apply to meas- 
ures which the United States may find 
it necesanry to take for securing "by its 
own forces the defence Of the United 
States and the maintenance of public 
order. 

(0.) The plant, establishments, build 
ings and all works necessary to the con 
struction, maintenance and operation of 
the canal shall be deemed part thereof, 
for the purpose of this convention, and 
in time of war as in time of peace shall 
enjoy complete immunity from attacks 
oi' injury by belligerents, and from acts 
calculated to impair the usefulness of 
the canal. 

(7.) No fortifications shall be erected 
commanding tin- canal or the waters ad 
jacent. The United Slates, however 
shall be at liberty to maintain such mili 
tury police along the canal us may be 
necessary to protect it against lawless- 
ness and disorder. 

Article III.— The present convention 
shall be ratified by the President of the 
United States, by and with the advice 
and consent of the senate thereof, and 
by Her Britannic Majesty, and the rati- 
ficntions^ shall be exchanged at Washing- 
ton or a.t London within six months 
from the date thereof, or earlier if pos- 
sible. 

In faith whereof the respective pleni- 
potentiaries hare signed the convention, 
and thereunto affixed seals. 

Done in duplicate at "Washington the 
fifth day of February, in tho year of our 
Lord one thousand nine bund reel.

London, Dec. 21.— Nearly all the morn- 
ing papers have editorials on the action 
of the United States senate in connection 
with the Hay-Pauncefote canal treaty.

London, Dec. 21.— Since Lord Kitchen- 
er's despatch fully confirming tho invas- 
ion of Cape Colony and expressing a hope 
not to capture, but only to "drive them 
north ugain," not a word has been is- 
sued officially as to the situation iu South 
Africa. 

Considerable activity is now manifested 
at Aldershot. A large draft of mounted 
troops will be ready to start for South 
Africa on January 0th, while others have 
been notified to hold themselves in readi- 
ness for the same destiuation. 

According to the Capetown correspond- 
ent of the Daily Mail, wiring yesterday, 
the treason court, sitting in Colesberg, 
was obliged hurriedly to remove to Cape- 
town with the records and documents 
wing to tho vicinity of the invading 
Boers. 

"The Colesberg district," says tho cor- 
respondent, "is seething with anti-Brit- 
ish excitement. A recrudescence of re- 
bellion is perceptible in the districts im- 
mediately south of the Orange river. 
'Tuesday morning a fight was proceeding 
at Philipstowu, presumably with a com- 
mando which crossed at Sanddrift. 

Bloemfontein, Dee. IS— (Wednesday.) 

General Dewet had 0,000 men and 18,- 
000 horses when he captured Dewets- 
dorp, according to a gentleman who was 
imprisoned there. The Boer commander, 
then declared that ho was not going to 
surrender without a free pardon for all 
his men, including many Cape Dutch.

Yellow Rock Light Was Seen 
Long Before the Vessel 
• Struck. 



Prom Our Own Correspondent. 

Nanaimo, Dec. 20. — Twenty-one of the 
crew of the wrecked Alpha reached this 
city tonight on the steamer City of Na- 
naimo. The men say that Yellow Bock; 
light was visible from the Alpha for half 
an hour before the vessel struck; but 
Captain York seemed to have lost his 
bearings when the vessel entered the; 
channel. He was continually yelling 
"Port," or "Starboard," so that the ship 
kept twisting and turning iu every direc- 
tion. 

She was ruuuiug under steam five 
kuots an hour reduced from eleven, but 
the force of the gale added several more 
kuotii to her speed. She carried no pilot. 

The vessel struck with terrific force, 
recoiled, struck again, rebounded and 
then sank heavily on the reef, and settled 
down south of the light at 0:45 p. m.. 

The captain was seeking an anchorage 1 
when he risked entering the channel at 
that hour. Within 50 feet from whero 
the steamer struck there are 20 fathoms 
of water. All those drowned were in the 
rigging of the fore and xnainmaat and 
were thrown into the sea with the wreck- 
age when the masts . went overboard* 
They were afraid to venture in smali 
bouts or on Hues owing to the tremend- 
ous sea running. The men declare tho 
captain perished owing to his own folly, 
He did not attempt to pass a line ashoro 
from the forecastle head. 

The men made a formal declaration be- 
foro a magistrate tonight and were tak- 
en charge of by government officials for 
tho night. They go to Vancouver in tho 
morning. 

DUNN NOMINATED. 


Has Agreed to Be a Candidate For the 
Vancouver Mayoralty. 

Vancouver, Dec. 20.— (Special)— Tho 
Citizens' Association to-night nominated 
Thomas Dunn for mayor. He consented 
to stand. Five hundred business men 
signed the requisition. Mr. Dunn said 
the idea was to elect a business council, 
pledged to get everything they could for 
Vancouver, and lot the business men 
each get what they could afterwards, 
as Seattle had done. He said O. McL. 
Brown said the 0. P. It. would not back 
the C. P. N. or any other corporation 
who did not put boats on the run to 
Skagway from Vancouver better than 
any on the Coast. 

A letter from Dodwell & Co. says that 
three boats of their company will make 
Vancouver the first and last port of call 
all season. 



NOTE SIGNED. 

Envoys of Towers Affix Their Signa- 
tures to the Pekia Arrangement. 

Berlin, Dee. 20— The Cologne Gazetto 
in an article dealing with the Chinese 
situation announces that ail the minis- 
ters signed the preliminary joint note to- 
day (Thursday), and that the note will 
be sent immediately to Prince Ching and 
Li Hung Chang. It also declares that 
the note embodies the principles of mini- 
mum demands of Germany and tho 
powers, and that it was agreed on the? 
proposal of Great Britain that until tho 
demands were satisfied there should bo 
no withdrawal of the troops from Pekia 
and the province of Ohihli.

Downfall of the Man Accused of 
Conspiring Against Drey- 
fus. 



Paris, Dec. 20— Major Count Fc-rdin- 
ud Wasin Esterhazy, (who figured so 
prominently in the Dreyfus case and viah 
denounced by Mathieu Dreyfus as being 
the writer of the famous bordereau which 
brought about tho two convictions of 
Captain Alfred Dreyfus on the charge ot 
treason,) has sunk into utter misery. His 
divorced wife's suit against her mother, 
the Marquise de Batencourt, for an al- 
lowance on tho grounds that she is in 
profound distress and unable to sup]K>rt 
or educate her young daughters, has 
brought forth the following letter, wrrt- 
;en by the Major to his wife, November 
1st: 

"I have been unable to write to my 
children recently, uot having the money 
to buy a postage stamp. I am at he last 
extremity of strength, courage and re- 
sources. 1 have not eaten for two day? 
until this morning in the workhouse. I 
have no clothes, am shivering with cold 
and compelled to warm myself by enter- 
ing churches and museums. Everyone; 
will say this is a confession of guilt; but" 
you can say I am killing myself because 
of having struggled to the utmost of my 
courage; my voice is stifled by my perse- 
cutors. Without bread, home or cloth- 
ing, I shall die of privations of all kinds, 
unless a revolver bullet puts everything 
good order. Kiss my children. Tell 
them I adore them, and if a frightful fa- 
tality has put hie into an abyss, I die the 
victim of human cowardice; I never com- 
mitted the crime whereof I am accused 
by scoundrels iu order to save them- 
selves." '

Tendon, Dee. 20— A special from 
Johannesburg; dated December 19, says 
that heavy cannonading was heard this 
morning north of Krugersdorp.

"A party of Boers, estimated at from 
500 to 800, crossed the Orange river at 
Ithenoster Hook.

" The Boers from Bheuoster Hoek are 
being followed closely from Venterstadt, 
which Lhey left nt :S o'clock yesterday 
evening, going in the direction of Steyns- 
burg. 

"The important points on the railway 
ami the neighborhood are well guarded. 
I hope the band will soon be driven 
north again."

It is report- 
ed that the Boers have occupied Coles- 
burg, south of Philippolis and north of 
Orange River Colony frontier.

MINIATURE YACHT. 

Work of' Local Mechanics on View tit 
Hibbcn's — Model of the Norwood. 

There is now on exhibition in the win- 
dow of T. N. Hibhen & Co.'s establish- 
ment, on Government street, a model id' 
W. I;. Munro's famous steam yacht Nor- 
wood. The Dorothy, as the model is 
called, is in every particular a correct 
representation of the above yacht, with 
the exception that her speed is much 
greater in comparison, her trial trip 
averaging about 2',A miles per hour. 

That model-making requires great pa- 
tience, as well as ingenuity, may be 
readily imagined when it is told that the 
construction of the exhibit in the Gov- 
ernment street window consumed some 
275 hours, the work having commenced 
in January last, and only recently being 
completed. 

The engines and boiler, upon which by 
far the greater portion of the time was 
spent, are the work of Mr. R. Hutchi- 
son, and reflect great credit upon that 
young gentleman, who lias so often in 
recent years given substantial proof of 
his abilities as a mechanical engineer. 

The hull was modelled by C. Stevens 
from a solid block of California red- 
wood, and was finished by A. Murray, 
to whom particular credit is due for the 
excellent manner in which he has inlaid 
the deck with yellow cedar, black wal- 
nut and teak. The dimensions of the 
Dorothy are as follows: Length over 
all. 49 inches; water-line, -12 inches; 
beam, 5% inches; depth, <i inches; 
draught aft, 3% inches; draught for 
ward, 2% inches.

fourth of an inch, witli a one-inch 
stroke, driving a three-bladed propeller 
of ii'.e inches diameter, which makes 
about 350 revolutions per minute. 

The boiler is of the water-tube pattern, 
having 24 tubes, %x3V£ inches, tested to 
a pressure of til) pounds, the working 
pressure being -15 pounds. The boile 
is tired with spirit gas, the spirit being 
carried in a small tank forward, which 
contains two small taps leading to the 
burners. There the spirit is formed 
into a gas, and issues in small blue 
llames from 50 jets, which are capable 
of raising steam in seven minutes. In 
all other respects the boiler is complete, 
having the necessary test-cocks, steam 
and water gauges. 

The weight of the boiler and engines 
is S pounds, and that of the hull 0% 
pounds, the total weight being IT'g 
pounds. Thin copper plates line the 
machinery department. 

The purpose for which the yacht was 
constructed is a good one. In Great 
Britain yacht racing in miniature is a 
favorite pastime, and it was with the 
hope of encouraging local enthusiasts to 
move in this matter that -Mr. Hutchison 
began work on the Dorothy. It would 
indeed be an attraction— affording enter- 
tainment as well as amusement — to have 
a fleet of yacht models competing for 
superiority during the summer months at 
one of Victoria's various resorts.

The Outlook 

Draws Steamers 



Growing Pacific Trade Bring' 
Steam Carriers to This 
Coast. 



Steamer Amur Sails For The 
North— Royalist's Excit- 
ing Passage. 



Steamers are now entering more or lees 
into the freight business and the sky- 
high values that heretofore obtained are 
being upset. The wailing vessel has hud 
its day, for while the steamers were en- 
gaged in government devices owing to the 
wars of the world, freights went to high- 
er figures than before reached in thiti de- 
cade. Now, as seen by the establishment 
of the new lines to Loudon, via the Ori- 
ent, to Vladivostok, and to China and 
Japan from San Diego and Portland, as 
well as the increases made to the present 
lleets, the steamers are reaching out 
again for the general freight 
business, and besides those placed in reg- 
ular lines, many are carrying lumber and 
other cargoes. Naturally many are at- 
tracted to this coast by the rapid growth 
of the Far Kasteru trade, and the prom- 
ibo of an even more rapid growth of busi- 
ness when the powers have settled up 
their affairs in Cathay, and it is not un- 
likely that other new ventures in this 
connection will soon be reported. 
, The fact v£ tile large amount of ton- 
nage being releasee] by tbe several gov- 
ernments will undoubtedly have ail im- 
portant bearing on the trade ef the Pa- 
cific coast. Vessels can now be secured 
for lines long planned by steamboat men, 
whoso plana were before balked by the 
tact that steamers were scarce owing to 
tho big demand for government service. 
Freights, although fallen from the sky- 
high figures to which they had advanced, 
during the scarcity of tonnage, are by no 
means low, and although steamers are 
competing with sailers in many places 
for trade, rates are well kept up. 

H. K. Mows & Co., of Condon and Liv- 
erpool, in their circular letter to their 
clients, issued at the close of this year, 
say the large amount of released ton- 
nage has been absorbed in other direc- 
tions without the great depression in 
freight which many anticipated, "lhis, 
save the shipping firm, "is in itself the 
most healthy sign we could hope for, and 
if, as expected, the Chinese difficulties 
are soon settled, and commerce once more 
resumes its normal course in South Af- 
rica and China, to say nothing of tho 
■very great expansion of trade in all other 
directions, wo venture to express all opin- 
ion that for some tune to come shipown- 
ers may look forward to a continued run 
or prosperity. There will be occasional 
set backs, as may be naturally expected, 
but taking the present indications on the 
-whole, and the demand existing for 
steamers, especially on time charter, and 
for periods extending in many instances 
over some years, we think there is noth- 
ing to be alarmed at in the near future, 
although freights may not tuIc as high 
as they have recently been."

Owner Now in the City Is Not

.and although the New England and 
Capilauo, the two steamers fishing oi 
of Vancouver in the same trade, hav 
each made a trip since, neither of them 
report having seen the bout from th 
Eraser. Ou her last voyage up, th 
('. P. N. steamer Amur passed the Flyer 
in Dixon's Entrance. A big sea wa 
running at the time, but the officers of 
the Amur remarked how easily the tu 
was riding it. Indeed, the Flyer has 
established * a reputation as a good se.i 
boat. Since then nothing has been 
heard, but -Mr. Gilley is not at all 
anxious. She had but one dory, manned 
by Messrs. Hansen and Jackson, both of 
New Westminster, and the bad weather 
of the past fortnight would probably 
stop her fishing. The coast up then 
offers abundance of good coves for 
anchorage, and in one of these it' is 
hop.-d that the little steamer has found 
shelter from the severe storms that have 
ruled of late. 

Aboard were some seven men all told, 
Mr. Gilloy's brother, Emerson, being the 
mate. Capt. Lyman Ford, for fifteen 
years or more the master of various 
small steamers in these waters, was in 
command, with A. M. Eraser, who is 
also well known in local shipping circles, 
as her engineer. Four of the seven 
men are married. 



Will build vessels. 

No Trouble in Forming Shipbuilding 
Companies If Bonus Is Given, 

Speaking nf t'.u- prospects to build 
schooners for the lumber trade in this 
province, of -which details were given in 
the Colonist of December (i. Manager 
Jardine of the Royal City mills, told the 
New Westminster Columbian that he 
could have formed a company locally 
last year to build at least one first-class 
wooden lumber-carrier, had there been a 
government bonus granted. If the gov- 
ernment will bonus the building of ves- 
sels to the extent of $10 per ton gross, 
which is tile amount fixed by the parties 
interested, Mr. Jardine says there will 
be no trouble in forming companies and 
getting the stock subscribed. The style 
of vessels likely to be built would be 
those of a tonnage from H00 to 800 tons, 
with a capacity of from 800,000 to 
1,000,000 feet of lumber. 

The announcement of the determina- 
tion of the government to aid this in 
dustry of shipbuilding will be sure to be 
followed by the formation of at least 
one or more companies to build lumber- 
carriers in British Columbia. 

FEARED A MUTINY. 

Chinese Element in Royalist's Crew 
Threatened to Revolt. 

According to the story told by the offi- 
cers of the steamer Royalist at Van- 
couver, the stormy passage was made 
more exciting by the fear of mutiny 
among the Chinese, who greatly out- 
numbered the white members of th" 
ship's company. The News-Advertiser 

"During the voyage out some trouble 
occurred with one of the Chinese hands, 
named Ah Fung, who began to show 
signs of revolt just after leaving Kobe. 
His inclination to cause trouble in- 
ci eased from day to day. and as the 
Chinese language was not understood 
bv the British sailors or officers, some 
uneasiness was felt as to the influence 
he might have on the Mongolian portion 
of the crew. There were but 10 British 
sailors aboard, the remainder, to the 
number of 32, being Chinamen. As the 
days went on. Ah Fung confirmed bis 
riotous behavior, and the remonstrances 
of the officers wen' set at naught. 
Hi' showed n disposition on several occa- 
sions to rim amuck, and manifested a 
desire to kill the English-sneaking sailor? 
and officers. This unpleasant state of 
things reached a climax one day, when 
\h Fung rushed to the roreeastlo and 
yelled to his Chinese brethren to set 
iipon the Englishmen. In a frenzy of 
passion ho shouted to the crew that they 
were H2 in number, and thai lhere were 
only nine Englishmen. He urged his 
countrymen to attack the white sailors 
and ciit them to pieces. 

"Capt. Tiorney and his officers, fearing 
that a mutiny might bo incited, as they 
were showing signs of restlessness, put 
the rioter in iron« and kept him under 
guard for 2S days, until the steamer ar- 
rived in Vancouver. Yesterday he was 
handed over to the city police, and Mag- 
istrate Russell will deal with him to- 
day" 

THE AMUR SAILS. 

C: ptain J. Gosse Takes Over Command 
of the Steamer. 

Steamer Amur left last night for the 
North with Cnpt. J. Gosse. who has re- 
placed Capt. LoBlane in command of 
the Skagway liner. The Amur had few 
passengers, but a good cargo of freight, 
taking the left-over cargo from the 
steamer Willapa. Much freight was 
left behind by the Willapa, ami to allow 
of this being delivered before Christmas, 
the Amur is to call at Alert Bay, Lowe 
Tnlet and other northern ports en route 
to Skagway.

We fool very little anxiety on account 
of the differences between Great Britain 
und the United States arising out of the 
amendments made in the Senate at 
Washington to the treaty affecting the 
Nicaraguan Canal. There is very little 
prospect of the treaty as amended being 
accepted by Great Britain, and this wil\ 
as we pointed out a day or two ago, 
simply leave matters in .statu <iuo. 
There is a growing opinion in the United 
States that it will he a serious mistake 
to insist upon the right to give United 
States vessels special privileges in the 
caual or to insist upon being permitted 
to fortify it. The Panama Canal is 
much nearer completion than that at 
Nicaragua. In fact the latter is hardly 
begun. If the Washington authorities 
are determined to have a canal of their 
own across the Isthmus, there doubtless 
will bo united action on the part of the 
European governments to secure the 
" completion of the work at Panama, and 
this will be maintained as a neutral 
■waterway by the guarantee of all the 
European nations. When the extreme 
individuals in the Senate realize that 
they may lose more by making speeial 
claims fur the Nicaraguan canal than 
they can gain,' they will be very likely to 
accept an arrangement that will lead 
Great Britain to be unwilling- to make 
any compact with the Continental na- 
tions whereby the Panama Canal will 
be rushed through to completion and 
maintained as a waterway to the preju- 
dice of the United States.

The colony is located at a placa 
called Kui-Fung Foo, and it once had a 
beautiful synagogue modelled on tho plan 
of Solomon's Temple. It is thought that 
tho colony "was founded about the time 
of the destruction of the second temple. 
These .Tews have lost all their knowledge 
of Hebrew, and it is said that then- re- 
collection of their religion is very slight. 
The Rev. Dr. Lowy says he fears they 
are wholly lost to the Jewish fold, and 
it is stated that the most prominent man 
among them at the present time Is a 
Buddhist priest. The greater number of 
;heso Jews are now in a degraded posi- 
tion, but there is ample evidence that 
from this old colony sprang many of tho 
most eminent men whom China has pro- 
duced. Mr. Marcus Adler says that two 
centuries ago there were flourishing col- 
onies of .lews in several places in China, 
and he is under the impression that more 
than one colony may yet be found in tho 
interior, maintaining the ancient faith 
unimpaired. During tho last half cen- 
tury the Chinese Jews have been inter- 
marrying to some extent with the Chi- 
nese, the reason given being that Jewish 
women are very scarce, but up to fifty 
years ago it is said that they maintained 
their racial individuality. . There' .is 
standing in Kili-Fung Foo an ancient 
stone monument on which are inscribed 
the names of Adam, Abraham and Moses 
and the statement is made that there is 
yet preserved among the people a scroll

The Toronto Mail and Empire objects 
to certain expenditures in Prince Ed- 
ward Island, on the ground that Ontario 
provides the money. This claim is worth 
a little investigation, for it is often 
made. Indeed, when the Conservatives 
wire in, the Liberals made it, and now 
that the Liberals are In, the Conserva- 
tives make it. As a matter of fact, it 
is not a good claim. Tho place where 
duties and excise tire collected in the 
Eastern provinces cuts very little figure 
in estimating tho relative contributions 
of those provinces to the federal ex- 
chequer. To ascertain these it would bo 
necessary to find out what portion of 
the dutiable or exciseable goods import- 
ed or produced in the several Eastern 
centres of trade is consumed in each 
province, and this cannot be ascertained. 
The people of the Eastern provinces 
average about alike — that is the English- 
speaking people — in tho general standard 
of living, and hence they contribute 
about equally, man for man, to the 
treasury. Hence the small amount of 
duties collected in Prince Edward 
Island is not a just test of the contribu- 
tion of the people of that province to 
the Dominion, for they buy large quan- 
tities of dutiable goods upon which 
duties were paid in Halifax, St. John, 
Montreal and Toronto. They also buy 
largely of goods manufactured in On- 
tario. The case of British Columbia is 
different, and this is why we refer to 
the subject. British Columbia imports 
practically nothing that is sent East, 
but it purchases in thc East consider-

That bete noir of Vancouver politics, 
the Ludgate case, occupied Mr. Justice 
Martin at the court house all day yes- 
terday. Eighteen months ago the suit 
of the province had been entered, dis- 
puting the title of the nonunion govern- 
ment to Deadman's island, and at last 
this week it was brought to trial. The 
parties interested are represented as fol- 
lows: The Attorney-General of British 
Columbia, by Messrs. Duff and Lawson; 
the Attorney-General of Canada, by Mr. 
Fred. Peters, Q. C. and Fred. Ho way, 
the agent for the Canadian government 
on the Mainland; while the interests of 
Theodore Ludgate, the Seattle mill man, 
who had leased the island from the Do- 
minion government for $500 a vear, are 
being looked after by Mr. I). G. Mac- 
donell, of Vancouver. By a curious co- 
incidence, Mr. Duff, who now represents 
the province, was at an earlier stage of 
the action retained by the Dominion, 
when the injunction was made against 
Ludgate occupying the land. 

During yesterday's proceedings little 
was done, tli" day being largely devoted 
to a series of contests arising over those 
legal technicalities that the public so 
thoroughly abhor. First came the ques- 
tion of who should begin. For the prov- 
ince it was claimed that, though it was 
the plaintiff in the lawsuit, all crown 
property under the law was vested in it. 
with, however, certain exceptions, anil 
the result of the issue depended upon the 
Dominion showing that Deadman's 
island was one of these exceptions. 
Upon this poinl the court required the 
defendants to open tin' ease. This was 
done by Mr. Howny, after due objection 
being taken by Mr. Peters. 

Mr. Howay declared his ease to rest 
upon the claim that Deadman's island 
had been created a reserve in the early 
colonial days. It had then been sur- 
veyed, platted and placed on the maps 
as a reserve, and as such it had always, 
until about, the time of the beginning of 
the action, been recognized, both by the 
Imperial, the Dominion ami the Provin- 
eiay authorities. In 1S5S, the year fol- 
lowing the Fraser river gold excitement, 
the province was created, and Sir James 
Douglas appointed governor. By sec- 
tion 12 of his commission he was in- 
structed as to the way in which he 
should exorcise bis powers as then given, 
as widl as subsequently. Some time 
thereafter Col. Moody, with a body of 
Royal Engineers, was sent out. Col. 
Moody was described as chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works. When the 
Engineers were despatched certain in- 
structions were given Sir James Douglas 
by the Colonial Secretary, apprising him 
of their mission, among other things to 
select a capital. When the Engineers 
arrived the capital was at Langley. 
This Col. Moody changed to New West- 
minster, tn his letter home Col. Moody 
described the aptness of his choice from 
n military standpoint. He added that 
five miles from there was Burrard inlet, 
which could also be defended. Shortly 
afterwards he reserved Deadman's 
Island and Brockton Point. 

In lSfl3 Corporal George Turner, of the 
ordinance department, and now of Now 
Westminster, surveyed Burrard Inlet 
from Hastings along the shore, including 
Stanley park and Deadman's Island, to 
False 'creek. His filed notes show the 
park and island marked off as a reserve. 
Hie plan was filed in the lands and works 
department, a copy being sent the govern- 
or and another filed with the inspector- 
general of fortifications in England. 

In 1STS the government of British Col- 
umbia published a return to the legisla- 
ture of reserves in British Columbia, nnd 
in that schedule Deadman's Island and 
Stanley park were included. On tho re- 
turn opposite those names were the words 
"commanding the entrance to Burrard 
Inlet," thus admitting it as a reserve. 

Subsequently the Imperial government 
treated these "as lands £jr military pur-

Kung Kin Chin sues 
Yee Yick for $1101) and interest at the 
celestial rate of -1 per cent, per month, 
the whole amounting to $USS. Hie evi- 
dence was punctuated with the slaughter 
of sundry fowls. Some difficulty, how- 
ever, arose over the interpretation of 
the Chinese promissory note, and an ad- 
journment until this morning was ac- 
cordingly ordered.

Alaska Exploration Co. to Estab- 
lish [Vlillion Dollar Car 
Service. 



jytachin e Shops and Boat Build- 
ing Plant Are Also Contem- 
plated. 



Capitalists are preparing lo establish a 
street ear service and build machine 
shops in Dawson. That they believe 
Dawson find the Klondike is not a pass- 
ing country is shown by the fact that 
the Alaska Exploration Company, a syn- 
dicate capitalized in England, has laid 
plans before the Yukon council which 
map out the building o£ :i million dollar 
line of street railways through the mam 
street of Dawson and out to the 
creeks, aud the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany propose to build machine shops anil 
boat-building plants. The Yukon council 
is faVordble to the plans ot the Alaska 
Exploration Company, but there is a 
section in opposition. The proposed in- 
vestment of such large sums of money 
in street car transportation lines and 
machine shops in Dawson is good news 
to Victoria merchants, for, as is the 
growth of the interior town, so will be 
the growth of the business done by Vic- 
torians in the Yukon, if the proper steps 
nre taken to have transportation facili- 
ties and make arrangements for tin.' 
trade. 

The Dawson papers, maintain that (he 
Klondike! capital is more prosperous 
than ever before in its history. While 
they admit that there are fewer people 
there now than a year ago, it is claimed 
I that the people have more money per 
capita now than then. Referring to 
this phase of the situation there, 'he 
Dawson Nugget says: 
I " If the number of men now hanging 
; around the numerous resorts of Daws in 
'is to be taken as a basis on which to 
l estimate the population of the city, there 
| are not so many people here as at this 
'time last year. It will be remembered 
that a year ago every club room in the 
I city, and there were fully as many then 
j as now, was packed lo its full capacity 
every afternoon and night by a non- 
! playing, hungry-looking crowd, many of 



whom, after hanging around a good 
part of the winter, either went to Nome 
or worked a short time on the creeks, 
after which they floated down the river 
in small boats. 

' While the city is by no means free 
from loafers at present, the proprietors 
of the resorts assert that the number 
is much less than a year ago, and a 
larger per cent, of the loafers have 
more money than had Ihose of last win- 
ter. A dealer for whom this makes the 
third winter here is authority for the 
statement that playing is better now 
than it was a year ago, although I here 
is not so much plunging by lb-? would-be 
bloods as there was then. 

" On the whole, Dawson is in much 
better condition in every respect than 
she was at this time last year. All 
kinds of supplies are more plentiful, 
while the quality is vastly superior, as 
a rule, to that of the stock of supplies 
of any winter in the previous history of 
the country. 

"It is a fact, however, that there is 
little apparent reduction in the cost of 
liviug. In fact, many things are 
higher now than a year ago, and out 
very few articles can he named on 
which the selling price has been 
lowered." 

J. A. House, a late arrival from Daw- 
son, says: " The Klondike, is becoming 
more of a summer camp each year. The 
importation of machinery and the devel- 
opment of summer diggings lias trans- 
ferred the working season of the interior 
from the winter to the summer. 

"Activity will begin again about the 
1st of February. The mines will then 
commence the work of preparation for 
the summer work. The prospects are 
that there will be more work done next 
year than ever before in the Yukon. 
The Klondike is a first-class mining 
camp, and its permanence is assured." 

At the present, though, there seems to 
be no question but that the labor mar- 
ket in the interior has an abundant sup- 
ply. A man of much experience in the 
North, recently arrived, says that labor- 
ing men can only find work on developed 
property. The expansion of the Yukon 
will come from the development and dis- 
covery of new properties. There is no 
doubt but that the discoveries already 
made will in a short time give employ- 
ment for many times the present popu- 
lation of the interior country, but many 
of the very best districts have not been 
sufficiently developed to furnish a de- 
mand for labor. 

That the supply of laborers has tem- 
porarily exceeded the demand dues not 
indicate that the Yukon is a country to 
stay away from. There are more labor- 
ing men employed in the Yukon now 
than ever before, and each season will 
witness an increased demand. The 
country is teeming with prospectors, and 
mining properties that will soon demand 
labor are being opened in many districts 
on both sides of the international bound- 
ary. The surplus of laborers can, in the 
nature of things, be only temporary. 
But the fact that the labor market is 
temporarily over-supplied does not mean 
than the Yukon as a mining country 's 
over-done. No section of the world of- 
fers such inducements to mining men 
and prospectors. There are prospects 
innumerable that could be developed by 
men of sulllcient means to buy a grub- 
stake, and there are many fields already 
known to be rich awaiting the appear- 
ance of the prospector with time and 
provisions sulllcient to test and prove 
the worth of his claim. The advantages 
offered by the Yukon to the young man 
seeking a fortune are as great now as 
they were three years ago, when the 
stampede that startled the world wa3 
at its height. 

The fact of so many crown claims 
having been sold should, in the opinion 
of some of the returned Klondikcrs, give 
an in pttus to prospecting. The crown 
sales in Dawson, but recently concluded, 
brought $00,000, and for this 13.000 re- 
ceipts were written. The number of 
claims sold exceeded the number of 
receipts, as some parties bought several 
claims and only took on'e receipt. 

The highest price paftl for a single 
claim was §000, for No, 22 below on 
Dominion, while some fractions on Gold 
Run sold as low as $2 each. 

At Skagway too, the march of progress 
is noticed. So much have the imports 
grown that the big Moore wharf, at 
which the C, 1'. N. .steamers land, is to 
lie greatly enlarged, and when completed 
will be over a fifth of a mile in length. 
The warehouse accommodation is to be 
greatly increased and facilities provided 
foi* discharging cargoes. The remodelling 
and extension of the wharf has been 
made necessary to accommodate tho 
many additional vessels promised for 
next' summer on the northern run. The 
improvements will cost $10,000 and will 
give a deep water frontage along the 
combined wharves of the Moore and rail-
